YOUNG FATHERS PROGRAM 


The Young Fathers Program is part of an initiative of the University of 
Medicine and Dentistry of New Jerseys, Division of Adolescent and Young 
Adult Medicine. 


A UMDNJ assessment study conducted in the summer of 1986 on the 
needs of teen fathers in the City of Newark revealed the adolescent fathers to 
be misrepresented and disregarded. They were shown to be usually strongly 
attached to their offspring but often impeded in the execution of their 


paternal responsibilities by educational, financial and emotional barriers. 


In response the Young Fathers Program was developed to assist adolescent 
fathers in their transition into adulthood by enhancing their abilities to 
meet the financial, social and emotional demands of fatherhood. The 
program seeks to improve the quality of life of its participants, improve 
parent - child relationships, reduce the abuse or neglect of children, reduce 
repeated unwanted pregnancies, and strengthen individual family systems 


in general. 


"The services of the Young Fathers Program are made known to the com- 
munity through а wide range of outreach and recruitment activities. 
Currently 250 young fathers , ages 15-23, are enrolled in the program. 
Since its inception in March 1987, more than 1,200 fathers have utilized its 


services. 


In 1995 the Association of American Medical Colleges awarded the New 
Jersey Medical School the Outstanding Community Service Award, ac- 
knowledging the contributions of the Young Fathers Programs role in the 
improvement of our nations health. The operators of the program are
